Awakening from the dominator's dream is an 
individual matter. A leader can show a controlbot 
l lie path to freedom* attempt to lead by example* or 
shork a zombie from complacency* but none of this is 
enough. The first step toward evolution is usually 
isolation. The simple act of isolating a human from 
anything social: including friends, family* 

television* movies* radios* books* and newspapers — 
can cause profound change. This is due to a cutting 
off of the programming which constantly bombards 
minds. Since human beinqs are born without direct 
sociocultural proqrammi nq* the programming of the 
dominators muni he constantly reinforced* or a 
human'n true mind* their evolutionary spark* will 
begin in nil I lie through the illusion. If a controlbot 
acl :i on the lessons learned during isolation, and is 
wilting to light* it is possible to climb out of the 
masses and become an evolved human being.

greap. But pay no Bind to those who would attempt to convince you 
•»i Setwise, for control fields do exist. Control fields are present 
ev«i yvhere that conscious beings are present. Control fields fall into 
I l»e eoclal domain, for their sole purpose Is to influence end perhaps 
*'**•( tol the actions of others. A social situation does not have to 
esist in order for a control field to exist, for all beings exert 
runtrol fields regardless of whether others are present. But in order 
for the field to be visible a group of two or more organises must be 
interacting. 

Since most human beings sre unaware of the exiatence of control 
fields, they stumble blindly into control fields and are Manipulated, 
and in some cases cosg>letely controlled, by them. To be able to view 
control fields is by no means complete protection from them, but being 
able to spot control fields is the first step toward negating thsli 
influence.

effect, ror example, an individual who docs not fully comprehend the 
powers and effects of their field may wish to try and draw in friends 
like a magnet, but may repulse them like a positive charge repulses a 
negative charge. 

Control fields can be seen with physicel eyes, for the fields 
theaiselves can be seen by their effects on organls**' sctlons or lack 
thereof, though these physical man lfeatat ions of a control field are 
very difficult to spot. But even so, an intelligent and observant 
individual should be able to piece together the complex re)st lonshlps 
between people's thoughts and actions, thereby limkrlun l»y *it*l«»iy the 
existence of a control field.
